And 
it is here iufptcfed of rrjt^ that my Aorni! pUindereti 'the propetty of Mr. John Gdrdotu l"he 
cafe? is tliis: Mr. |olm C ioid>a\ arrived at I'anJah, a Jagheer of mine fighting with the Zemin™ 
dans of Akheerpoor, which belongs, to the Kallch* Accordingly Mr* John Gordon having come 
•to raruiali, my Aumit pei.ortned whatever appertained to his duty. Afierwards, Mr, John 
Gordon wrote to me to fend n.ty people, that he might come with them to Fy^ahad. I fmt 
people accordingly, to bring Gordquj and ths faiJ g^nfl^man arrived hfre in complere 

lafety; and Mr. John Gor Ian is now prefent, afle him yowrletf of tliefe matters. Mr- lohn 
Gordop will reprelfat matters in dexai!; the truth will then become knowiij how ill-foinided Uic 
calumny is* Should you conie here for t few days it will be very welli and if not I wili wait 
on you; apd your poraiug here.if, very neceffary, that all my afihi'rs may becoqne arranged; and 
lend a fpe^dy anfwer to teUer.?, and letter to Afuph ud Dow la, and Mr. MiddieW, and 
fhilliin IGza Khati; arsd Hydcr Eeg Khan, on the fiihje£t of ceafirig to molert my jaghcers; and 
fend me gopfaptiy ncii'^s of your health, for my peace of mind depends thereon.

Your afFeaiooate Letter arrived at Fyzabad palace on the a^th Mohurrum; you wrote that .

My frkiuk I bircamc greatly aftonijlied niul alFecled on unLkrAandiT^g thek things, becaule the 
‘Nawab HotTen Reza Khan, and knew the bettering of ourfelves to he dependant on thi 

rruod order of the affiiirs of bis HtghnelVs flrcar, and of the Company’s; and from the time ot 
mv coming liere 1 know nb| that any alfatr has been delayed; and I buvo executed whatever 
came tomy underdanding, as appertaining to loyalty to his Highnefss fjrcar, and to the Cam- 
prmy’s fircar, which in truth are one and the fame; and alio vvliatever Mr, Middleton conj^- 
uimdf d, liovYever, m fon>e matters, which have nut yet Wen treated of, percc-rving the proU 
perlty of his H>ghnefs’s ailhirs, and good-wiM to tW Company’s fiicar theretn, I came to y 
bad with a determination concemittg them, and to the utnvoft ot my power liavc labotited ni 
forwarding them; no manner of aeglfdl lias or ftiall take place. But nt the t>erfonmiKe ot 
ftvond hi-rtericial operatioiis the whale Court bus become adverfe tome; yet.^not giving any 
confidvration thereto, I rebgn myfelf to tlie fervice of his Highnrfs and of the Company ; what- 
e%^er Mr* Middleton commands becomes performed.

Council were convinced that the removal of thofe troops at fuch atimw would be very irnprojrer, 
becaufo, fhould Scindia, according to report, entertain hoffile intentions, the removal "'c 
troops would be to afiill his views; and even it was jirobable, that although he ihouid not nave 
entertained foch intentions, yet the removal of the troops might give birth to them. 

I am convinced of Scindia’s llncerity and upriglitnefs, and I confider the femg of 8ciiidia’s 
army upon your frontiers to be caule of ftrengtltto them, and I do not conficef the beiug th^r® 
of his army to lie an increafe of power to him, but on the contrary I look uj o.t 11 as a taule ot 
diinger anti weaknefs tohim- 

IVTy wiAves are not very oppofite to the willies of the Council^ but as ia fucb important affairs 
caurion 13 necefTsry againfl the poflibiiities of fortune, and perhaps treacherous perfons might con- 
fider the removal of the Futtyghur troops to be caufed by an alteration in the friendmip or 
power of either fide, and might publifh falfjtles; therefore the Council make this requeff, and it 
is incumbent on me alfo to requeff, from myfelf, that you would confent to the continuance of 
the Futtvghur troops, until the doubts from thefe events and thefe dangers be removed. 1 he 
Council have the fame wifli as you, that when the Futtyghur troops fiiali lie no longer necelTary, 
they may be removed. In cafe of the continuance of the Ifottyglmr troops, the new battalions 
which were raifrng to go there will not be wanted; I therefore retjuefl that thofe battalions may 
be difbanded, which will be relief to your expences. You will learn further from Major 
Palmer.

that vou fhouU! therefore, if I give you pennifTion, write it in the accountSa^ I have karnt from 
HytUr Beg Khan that this matter was never mentioned to him by Mr* Middleton* Ood knovvi 
how thofe gentlemen can luve faiJ fo* 


42. From the Vizier: Received 25th March 1785* 

Yohr agreesible letter, fall of frienclfliip, informing me that fince the departure of Mu 
Haft digs to Europe, and your accelfton to the chair of Governor General, you are from your 
heart employed in preferving the friend flu p and refrtdhing the ititiinacy between the Company 
and me, which from the beginning hos been ftrong, and in promoting my intereus and advan-^ 
tages; that on account of the wars between the Company and the neighbouring Powers, the 
Company has been put to heavy eKpeuces, that it^ is therefore ahrolutely aecefthry for retrench¬ 
ments to he maile in your own as well as every other department; that Mr. Haftings till tho

be relieved from many applications of the gentlemen, who are always requefting leave to refido

Palmer. I hope that you Will, hx perfoii, examine this matter in the flyle of favour and friencU 
fiilp;'and after confidering niy fituatton, wnll order whatever you may think proper for my con¬ 
cerns, Jn this place 1 can Write nothing bur the pat liculars of my diftrelies; for the reft J am 
under your orders.

That this money is now pay ing to Gopaul Dofs Sahoo, and the fum of 71,910 rupees 12 annas 
and 7 pice, is by calculation made the hatta of 13,61,05; rupees 7 annas ami fix pice; that it ! 
fliould confent you muft write k in my accounts. In the money of the Company which I have 
paid, and am to pay ^vhiift the 16 Sun Fys^abads were by alTay worfe than everv fpedes, the 
hatta of them foom the difference of aflay was paid to the Company through the Gentlemen who 
were here, at the rate of 5 rupees 9 annas and 3 pice, from the time that rupees weie rectified in 
the mint of Lucknow according to the licca afTay of 16 fun Fyxahads, And the Governor 
General, Mn Haftings, coming here, found the allay of the Lucknow ficca, which had then 
been reaifieci, to be according to the 16 fom Fyzabads; he gave orders for the fold money to be 
taken the fame as 36 lun Fyviabads* I now' pay the Company s money aecoKling to the ficca o

In appointing Colonel Harper, the friend of your late illuftrious father, and your Excetlancy’'s 
friend, from tlie d.iys of your early youth, ami a gentleman highly elleemed by the EngliHt for 
his honour and moderation; in appointing him the Minifter at your Court, 1 thought I had 
rendered your Excellency the firil: of fWvices; and as I wifhed to make your connection with 
the Company erjually honourahle to yourCelf and ro them, and to free you from all exponce, ' 
but fuclt as the Company faw upon their hooks, and for vvhich they would begrateful, I thought Ir 
my .advice would he attended to, efpeciaily when theohjedl: of it was your Excellency’s fecurity 
from neighhouring enemies; but I find fome people about your Highnefs are more aUcmled to 
than the Governor General.

3^. To tlie Niitwe Powers: Written nho iith Septefnber 1786^ 

Yon will tmtlerftmul from varions <]uarters, that the Kiu^ of Englandj and th^ India Corn* 
pany, have been pleated to appoint a new Goycrnor General to prefide over the Goymiaicat 
;md affairs of the Englifii in Hiivcloftan. 

As I confider ymi as the true friend of the Engliili# I think it proper to explain, to yon the 
rcii camftarices of this apfsoinunent. 

In the war 1773) it was foimcJ that the different Governments of Bengal^ Madras, and Bom- 
•hay, adVfng undtsr diHmint Councils^ independunt of each other, and dependant only on the 
^ordiTS of the Comouny, nnde feparate engagenients—and did not in alt i*eipc£ts take the fame 
^leps to mainrain tiie focred filch of Engldlt treaties* Therefore powers were given by the King 
nnd Parllamfiu of England to the Governor General and Council ot Bengal, over all the oftahlilla*- 
iiicnts and affairs of the EngltlbBait it has Grice been fjuud that greater j>oweis were ftiU 
neceflhry to the Governor General of Bengal; and as the Kifig and PajliaEtiont of England winied 
to ri'pofe thofe powers, in the firft inffance, to a Military Gencial of the highell reputation, ami 
a Nobleman of a rank fuperior td nfvy Englsflunan or European, who had ever l>een in India 
before*—So the Right Honourable Charles Ena I Cornwallis, a Lieutciuru General of the Kmg s 
forces, was fbUcIted bv the Company, with tlie approhati<lin of the Kmg, to accept ihe office ot 
Governor General and'Commantler in Chief, with the mbff enlarged powers that were ever given 
vto a Britifh fuhjcd in any part of the w^orld,—I have the honour to remain fecond in this Go¬ 
vernment to his Lordfhrp, who has this day taken pofTeGion of his office*—have explained to 
1 us Lordffiip fully ove 17 partkuhr of the friendfhii> which had been lb much miprovecl between, 
ycai and the Englilh, tlirough iny endeavoiirs, and his Lordfhip lias every wilh to improve tnat 
fVi^sndlhip Gill more, pofiHfing me powers the inoft atsipk for that end-:—His Eordffiip now 
wi ites to YOU to thi? ptirpoie, and you may coniider his word as unalterable^, and his efteem and 
regard to be firm and fincere*

The period of iny adm/niilrutioji has liean 
fuificientiy Jong, if it htss emibled me to teftify my gratitude to the India CompanVj or to merit 
their approbation* I have had the honour of ailing as yoiu* Governor Genera! at a feafon of pe?- 
culiav difficulty, when the eJofeof a ruinous war, and the relaxed habits of your fervice, had left 
all your armies in arrear^ and your prefidencies in dilorder.

The redoiftions effefled in the eftabliflted exjiences of Bengal .ire not lo imporMnt as iho 
checks elfahliflied agaiiift future ex pence: lu both you poflefs the beft prooia o.f integrity of 
your adtniiiiilratlon.

public J lock, which, am bill wife rcgubitjons, afer tiie cUdcol a ntoft expenbv^ vvar, and tbfetofr 
c*f 11 iinecn Pj ovinces, raifed the public thuds tu Uivir former ibndard, and lualnraiKed Great 
Briubi in Jjer former power among nations, 

TO, Had India Iwn loft, the feene would have been reverfed; tlm rapira! of tbs Compmf^ 
debts, and oftliofcdue by her a/lies aiid dept^ndants, ivould have vanilhrd like a dr< am; and le- 
turning cargoes, and thegold and jewels in the hands of Britiih individual^t, would have becorno 
the prq/ertj* of our enciTiies; and a landfxl revenue, nearly equal to tlie unappropriated income 
of Great Britain, wanki have left m with only the remembrance of paft pofleffion* 

ij. To examine by the ftandard of common mifcouchnfr any errors of tiiofe who prevented 
filch a difafter, atul favtxl fitch a ftake for the empire, is not the moft liberal confti'Usflion of 
juftice, nor is it allogetlier worthy of a grearnation. There cannot be a queflion but the fij- 
vation of Lidia may be clearly traced to the eftVfts of a genera! fyftem, iti which the following 
amfiderations ftrike with particular credit ami,efficacy. 

t2. The prompt and efficient public veal of Mr. Haftings, in fending Sir Eyre Coote, with 
tile proiwr force and rcfource, nt the moment of danger, to the Carnatic; the unexampled 
perfeveraiice and gallantry of that Genera!, wdio expired in a lafl: great effort for his country; 
the confidence of the Nabob of Arcot, who ferretuiered his remainiog revenues to the Com¬ 
pany; the fyftematic integrity with which thofe revenues W'^re realizieJ anddiiborfed; the event¬ 
ful battle, in which Sir Edward Hoghes, with a very inferior force, attacked, and difeomfited 
a<id difperfed the great expedition of Afr. Snffireifi—a fervicc to the narbriv furjmfibd only by 
the modeft merit of its author, and the wild fnUuTfiarm with which France has celebrated the 
cciKluct of liis opponent, whofe future efforts could itave no decifive elfe€l in the contefi for 
fiKlia. 


13. Nor, in looking hack to efforts of individual leaders, ought we to forget the firft fne- 
cel's of theainfortumte (general Mathews; t!ie decifive repulfe ofTippo, by CSeneral Macleod, 
at the head of his nativ^e corps, at Panang; the I'uccefTes of Colonel Fulhuton ; and, abo\’'e all, 
ibe defence of Mangalore, by Lieineoant ColoneJ Campbell—a defence which aftonifiled our 
fmtiveencmlei;, and which obtained for its author, from theadminiftration of the veteran officeis 
/ \ of France, the appellation of the Ihirenne of India, 

T4* To fpecjfy more particularly the brilliant avftlons anj men'torious fervice which, In the 
military and poftticaf e-ffeffed the prefervation of India, and the dif'cpmfiture of pur native 
and European enemies, would be unneceffiry : They am alieuJy known and applauded ; and to 
thti general credit of our nation, (t may be truly laid, that thofe ferved beft who had the greateft 
fieki for fervice in the late war in India. 


15. But,' notwithftariding tliefe difltnguifhed features of the genera! feeue of the Jaft war, k 
muff be acknovv Edged that; next to the efforts of the Company, and of his Majeffy's ndniffers 
at home, the fefety of Inlu was clfieSy oWing to the unwearied eKertions of the Bengal Coun^ 
cil for three years, and their firmnefs in that fortunate policy by which, while they provided the 
tefeurces of the war, they maintained the Company’s commerce and inveftment, difarming the 
hoftility of the native ftates, and exerting every Infiuence and force againft the views of European 
adverfaries.

Ir was natural;, that a mind ardent to difplay its own worttiV and conicious of its integrity, 
ffiould ieek to enlaige the fpliereot its employtnent, ^llie realoning is ftrongj and the cspenenco 
of mniiy pall years would almoft jullify the diflintSlon affumed in favour of the Government of 
I' ort Sf. George, ftnee, in effeCf, it ha$ been more ttecjiientiy engaged in wars, and its fecurity 
niore endangered by, tliem Uriu either of the other v wo prefaiettcies, though it haa never at any thiie 
e mployed fo great a luunhef of men as are reij uii ed by the pfopoled ertablilbnieut; and tltere was 
a time, nor tJiat far remote, when it fclr, even with a ftidon of war fabfifting, the weight of a 
fmaller force too great for its ability, or means of condtnSling it; and the fame cauies which have 
exihtd, in the narurai order of things are likely to produce the fame effects, and to require the 
fame provilion for them hereafter; nor willtlie Prcftdency of Bombay want arguments to alTert 
the faniK precenfion, on the prmcipal of appoilioning the nuiul'ter ol troops on its cilablifluTient 
to rhe imponance of its fttuatiem ior carrying on war aguinft the conimori foe. In foch 

aiguments have beep urged by Uie Prefideiit and Seledt Committee of Bombay, even to your Ho- 
tiourabJe Court iflain jk>£ uuftaken in my recellecfion of a tetter wriLten by that Committee to 
the Goveuior General and Council of Bengal, dated tl>c cHth of January 17^4; and their ohjedl 
was to prove that Bombay flionW be the capital Government, thegreatefl portion ot the CompanyV 
military ftrength ftationud there, for the purpofe of lupporting its fyifein of policy, atul pro- 
Aiding again A future wars, and the revenues remitted thither lor its mahuenan.cet 


5 n like manner, were yovt to require my opinion upon the preference which llioiild he given 
to either of the three Prefideucies for the elhiblilhment of the firft military Ihitioii, I ihould re¬ 
commend Bengal, not becauic it lies moll convenient to annoy the common enemy, whatever 
may be implied by that term, for I know no enemy that the Company has, 01 likely ro have, un- 
leis they provoke one, but becaufe it is the only one of the Company's polTeflians that are worth 
etiher t ile charge or hazard of its defence. Vet if the principal of arming a barren incumbrance 
wdth ail expenlive proviijofi agalnll eventual w^ars were admidible in favour ot either of the two 
Prehdenclcs, Bombay would certain I v merit the prelerence, from Its'A;ontiguity to the muri- 
riine polls of the dreaded enemy of the Cainatie, which are not only for tluurealbri the nioft 
acceffible, but the moll capable, if they fhould fall into our hands, of facilitating the attack of 
his interior puffelhmis* 

My opinion upon tins quel! ion is fliort,. and will require little pi oof to fopppit it—Tf your in- 
terefts in Iiomhay and Madras cannot be maintained without Such enpenlive inodes of defence, 
vr if you general interefts muff fufft^r by the want of tliem, I hefitate not to pronounce that you 
hazard l^y fir loo inuch in keeping them, and that both were belter abandoned^ than that the 
only valnahle projjerty thai: you pollei's llioiild he exhanfted and ruined for their fiibfiftencCp But 
Hiecaie with Bombay is by no means fo defparate; a very inconfiderable force would be fufficient 
to garrifon its two principahfjofts, of BooThny Callle, and Tanna on the illand of Salfett; and 
more i prefume It cannot needi ns it is by its natural pofitioiv guarded againll an invafion by Jur- 
prize, and not liable for many years to come to be engaged in another war with tire Maiattas^ 
the only enemy that can be its aggreffbr, while its parent Hate is in peacct 

It is not only by the provihon of a great mihtarv force that the peace of a country can be fe¬ 
cit red, f^r even jts operations in war condudled w ith fiiccefs ; it-is polfible to derive weaknefs fr©m 
itn accumuiacion of llrength exrmling the natiirai means of mauimining it. More I forbear to 
ipeak concerning MadraSj becaufo what 1 fooidd fay tnigbir appear invidious, and you ave already 
h\ poffeihon of my fentrinents, not unrecently delivered, upon every point of dilcuffion which 
can arileout of the prefent lubje£l. 

Coricevning Bengah I am .of cpiision, that by much too fcanty a proportion is allotted to 
corps of Eurof^ein infantry ami arriUery t I'hele, and tlie latter efpeciaUy, are the vital ffrength 
of your confli tut ion ; and the feafon of peace is the feafon for recruiting them; therefore their 
peace effabldbnifnis iliould, as I prefume", be angmeiued to a <irgree that it might render them

General Canipbeli’s obfervations on the want of a ftrong and effeilive body of cavalry, are con- 
foi mable to the irjvanabfe experience of your iervice; Vet 1 ‘muik exprefs m y doubts of the ex¬ 
pediency of keirjjjng up ib large an efiiblifiiment of regular Cavalry for cither prefiJency* unlefs 
ine:msicanbc found to raife and maintain a number fufficicjiC for effriTive fervice :u a c.jfl which 
the Company can afford, and (1 might add) I'uch as fliould be every way tit for ibrvice when 
tried, Hitbcno. all elforts of your principal goveroment have been ineffciiluai to rdirain rhe ck- 
pence of tJie cavalry vvnldn liounds not enormous, to enforce an adherence to the rules of its con- 
iivu»5fiorb orio derive arty real fervice from if. I know too JitJe of the pvefent flare of the Naljoli 
Walla Jah, to he able to judge of the expediency of truffing to him for cavalry in time of no^d ; 
but for Bengal 1 would take the liberty to recommend occalional niercenariesj or other irregulars, 
like theCandaher borfe, which ferved with fbeh approved fidelity md Ipirit. in tiie campaign con¬ 
ducted by General Goddartk General Campbell has julUy appealed to the experience of the late 
war in India for proof of the ucilicy and iieceiliTy for employing cavalry ; Yet tins was not the 
only defeicl which prevented your late excellent Commander in Chief from availing himlelf of the 
victories fo often obtained over Hyder Ally ; whole principal advantage confided in tbe goodnefs 
of his draft cattle: While ours frfebly dragged their guns, and procmied vvhh frequent halts, and 
the moft tardy movenients, Hyders fled whh raphlify that eluded allpurfuit, hecauie our infan¬ 
try could not leave their ariilfeiy wittmut rhe hazard of lofmg it, and of being themfelves cut off 
by the adverle hoifo, Ma)'it not be permitted to im to luggefi, that if in dus inAarjcemore ar- 
tet^tion had been p-nd to the purpofes of the fervictj- thin to icenomy. we Ihoukl not haveliad the 
lame caufe to complain of any other want t for if our draft cattle had been eqi 5 al to thofe of the 
onemy^ as tliey certainly might have been, it Teems a neceffu y confequence, that, as our carri¬ 
ages are,, from their co/dh u^lion, both of hgliter and ntore caly draft, they would have exceeded 
theofb^s.JjQ Ipefil, and rendered their jcfcape lefe piadicable from the decided lb per iority of our 
troops over thofo ot the enemy. 

I cannot omit this occafion to recommend, in the moff earnell manner, the pfovifion of draft 
huUocks for the feryice of Bengal by agenev, with a limited reipoiifihility and liberal confidence, 
father than by contracl; affuring you, on the moft decided experience, that nothing can be more 
injuT tons to the fervice thwin the latter, nor more extravagant than the loweft rates at which it has 
been hitherto undertaken,

I hope that no ^xpreffiOTi in the preceding remarks will appear to reffesft on the judgment of 
General Campbell, for which ! have profeffi^d and do entertain, a very high lefpetSt, I havecon- 
fuiered the quefiioas before me with an exchifive regard to their influence on your fervice : niul if 
] iiave oppofed his opinions, 1 haveallb condemned niyown upon one fuhjctS:, deliveied at a dif¬ 
ferent period, and unaided by afVoal trial; and for the refl, the fentimeats which ! have fubmitted 
are Urtle more than the re(Jt’tiriotVof declarations which 1 have made on other occafions, either 'm 
minutes of coiilulution, or in immediate addreffes to your Honourable Court. 

Pardon me, Honournble Sirs, if my 2 :eal for your fervice, and the fuperior concern which I may 
be allowed to feel for the moflefleutial ]^nrt of it, Ibonld fend me a liule beyond the hounds of my 
preferibed fubjeft, to add, not my opinion, hut alllrmation, that to enhue the prDlj>erity and 
perniai;ency of the company, the dilbiufemcnts of Bengal mufl be conllned to its own Services*

on the i6th he arrived .at Benaris. 1 lie revolt of Raja Cht^it Sing, which ijnmeJiately followed^

16, On the id of Auguil, the Bengal detachmeiU conviiiamled by Colonel Pearfe Joined the 
army undtt General ^ir Eyre Coote, a few miles to tlie northward of Madras, 1 he troops 
marched on the ibtli agairift Arcoc, depending on the afllllance of a large fupply of grain 
which the enefny was iuppofed to have laid up in Tripijafore, That fortrels was l>eiseged and 
taken, hut the fibre of grain proved infiufficient xq enable the army to proceed to the dediinctl 
fervicp to y\rco£j tlie gairifon ami defences of wliich had been UKrea^ed by Hyder. Sir Eyio 
Coote, therefore, inarcliocl out to meet the enemy in the iield, and on the Y.7di he came up 
^vith, and found Hyder advantngeoaily pofted at P^rembaukin, on the ffxjt wliere lie bad tie- 
-feared C'olonel Exaillte, An adl.ion enhied, in which onr troops drove him from the grounds 
with ievere lofs on both ildes, and returned to TVepafore, w^hence they marched again to the 
mount. On the 16th September the army moved to the relief of Vellore, w hich was beCeged 
1>y the enemy In their way they furprized and routed a party of 4,roo horfe, and a,coo 
infantry, which were ravaging and deftroyitig the Pollams, Colonel Owen was afterwards 
^detached with a convoy towards VeJlore; hut being attacked by tiyder's tvhole army, 
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oompellftd to s retreat, wltich he ufiisaed without lofs. Sir Eyre Goote^ then proceeded-with 
the reid of the troops, olitair.ed a ligiial viitofv over the wivole of Hytier's army, which would 
have been totaliy defeated, had ours been able io purl'ue the advantage, bir Eyre Coote 
afrcrWiirds aecoiiiplinieil the reliet'of Vellore, re-took Chittoor, railed the iiega of'I rippaidre, 
and again returned to the Mount for the rains, himfelf in a very bad Hate ot health. About 
the aoth E)scei«ber, Hyder rc-took Onttorc, with a gairilbn of our battalion of fepoys. On 
the 3d of January, Sir Eyre Coote naarcheJ witli tiie army, tliough lie was ftiU lalpirlug under 
a very fever*.’ dHbrder, Which on the 5th at I'rippafore, had nearly proved fata! 

However, he recovered, and .on the next day continued ids march .under every diiadvtmtage, 
bot!i from the want of cattle and proviftoiis, with intejition to efreit the, relief of Velbre, 
which VV3S inverted by a powerful detachment of the enemy, and reduced to extreme want. 
Hyder’s army continued retreating before iiim till the lOth, when they attacked the convoy, 
and cannanaded it for four hours, but were repulfed. On the nth VeDora was relieved. 
On the r^th the army left tliat place, to return to Madras, but was attacked again by 
Htder's whole force, on the fan • fpot as before, with worfe fuccefs, And 0)i the i8th ir. 
arrived fafe at Trippafore, whence it proceeded to the Mount, and was there encamped as 
late as tlie 5th March, watching tlie motions of the enemy, .and ready to march on the earlieft 
notice to oppole thorn* 

ly. Hyder was at this time near Wandewafij, and Tippoo Saheb, his eldert fon,. ini anjoie, 
where he I'urprifed and made prlfoners Coloiiei Braithwait, with fome other officers, chielly ot 
his ftaff, after defeating a party of fepoys under him, 

t8. To this lofs we lliail oppofe the great and decirtve fuccefs of M.ijor Abington, the com- 
nwmiing officer at Teilicherry; who having been reinforced with two battalionsof fepovsttoin 
Bombuy, made a fally with his whole force on the 8th January againrt thedar Gawn, Hyder’s 
chief coinniitnder on that iide of dnelia, and nearly allied to him by marriage, compleacly routed 
the bfc’fteging army, killed about 400, and took the General, with all his family, and i-,5C)0 
men, prifoi'v- rsj the tell dilpcrfed, and the ports of Maht and Fort George lurrendered witii- 
uat O[>j>olltlon. 

19. upon the whole, the credit of our arms has been fuftained, though its I'ucceffes have 
been rendered Incftedlive by the tllentiai want of cavalry and cattle, flur loiles and Ixjll'erings 
have been great j thofe of the enemy can only be ellimated, but inuft have been confiderable: 
'The following is a proof of it: private overtures were made to Sir Eyre Cboce by Hyder for 
peace, fome days after tlie firrt appearance of the French armament on the coart, and a n-?go- 
ciation has fincu fuhrtrted. In reply to the reference made by the General to us in confequenevO, 
Vfe'hiive authorized him to declare ouv confeiit to a peace, on the condition of Hyder's abaii- 
doiiiug his conneftion with the French, and departing from the Carnatic; but to refer him to

70 . The Prefident and Select Committee of Fort St. George have advifed us of their Iiavlng 
received, from the Nabob Wallah Jah, a full and complete affigninent of revenues of the C.ir- 
natic, and their charge and management granted perfonally to their Prefideut for tlie fervice of 
the war, I’y a formal deed parted on the 3d of December j a tnoft important acquirttioti, and a 
inort figiial proof of the fidelity and attachment to the Nabob. 

a I. On the 7 th of February a large French fleet, confifting of twelve fyil.of the line, befides 
frigates and trarifpot ts, was (cen off Pulicat; on the 8th Sir Edward Hughes arrived at Madras 
from Trhic omahu', having under his command the Knpevhe, Exeter. Mpnarcha, Burford, Wor- 
certer, liagle, and Scahorfe frigate, and was joined on the loth by Commodore Alms, with 
three Ihips of rhe, line and one tranfport, containing (.n'ner.il Meadows and Colonel FuiUrtoii, 
:HHi 400 of the King’s troops; On the 15 th the French fleet made their appearance off Madras, 
and on the merniog ot rhe 16th they Hood to the (onthward; ours weighed and followed , and 
on the lytli, having chart’d the enemv liil they Were lep.irated from their frigates and tranlports. 
Sir Edward Hughes made the fignal 'for chafing the latter, in which the Ifis, being the fotemoft 
ihip, came up with and took rhe l.,awriflon, a large tmniport, laden with military rtures, and 
liaving-300 troops on board, and fevern! F.uglifh vtrtVls laden with giain, which had faettw cap¬ 
tured by the enemy on the coart : the prizes wem humediately fent to Madras, where'they arri¬ 
ved. 'i'hc enemy’s (leer feeing this operation, bore downvipbii ours, .and having the advantage 
of wind, which w.as equally .and Sometimes calm, brought eight of their fhips to engage the 

huperbe, 
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Svipprtie, Fxeter, Heroj Mo^a^clln^ and ]iis.i tiie otlicrs on cithc-r fide rcnilJ not coroe into 
■odi m, *The engageineiU lafled from four in tbe afternoon liH half paft fix, when the l-rencli 
•ceafct! firing, and hauled their wind. The Supcrhe and Exeter were much damaged, and having 
feveral Ihot between wind .and water, the AdmiraEthought it tieceirary to go to I'rincomahiy to 
itcfit, whence tie returned to Madras on the icth March, and intended to .renew the attack 
mpon the enemy. The French tranfports difjierfed during the adlion, and the Duke de I ol- 
canne, which was.th®ir holpitnl fliip, came to an author in the roads of Nagapatam, miftaknig 
it for a friendly .port, -where Ihe was captured by tha Chapman Indi.iman, ajjd is fince arrivtid 
here, The French fhips tiy all accounts were much fliattered, and twool them tot-rdly dif- 
iinalled. The fleet was afterwards lecm in Porto Novo roads, employed in landing their lick 
and wounded. It appears that the Hannibal, an EngSifh fliip of '50'guns, on her w.iy to Indi.i, 
was taken by the French fleet' about two months :igo, in latitude 2 Nortb, aml«iade one of 
tlteir line. Tlie Chafer was allb taken by the Dellona of 36 guns, .while flie was cruir.ing on 
the CO, ill to protedl .the grain velfels. 

.22. The Nabob Nizam Aliy €awn continues to profefs a friendly ^difpofition towards «s, in 
w'hich we believe him to be fincere; our inirjHler, Mr. Holland, lias been long hi treaty with 
iiint for a ^iefenfive alliance ngainft Hyd^r; and In a letiter dared yth March, we inftnttStid

That report has been entirely confined to my nomination to your fcrvice, as a Member of yont 
Suixnior Government 4 n India; 1 therefore fii ppolb. that the objefl of your honourable Court, in 
ttranlmlttiiig to your Governor General and Council, •W'as, that I might have opportunity of Vin¬ 
dicating-Bij C'orvtluiSl: againll any charge contained iin that r^orc. 

The profnniid and implicit reverence, which is due from every good citizen to the Legiflaiura 
of bis-country, extends, with me, to a refpea: for the proceedings of any body, who are a part

Fhe ahfltaa is this: 'Mw enemy, before in pofleffion 
the greatefl part of the Carnatic, is novv joined by 3000 French troops;'our army, not 
fufficiemly ilrong to oppofe their comlnned force, cannot move to the relief of any place 
they may attack; our own refonrees are oxliaufled, the expeaccl fupply from Bengal far in- 
adequate to our wants, and, as oui fleet is .at prefent inferior to tiiat of the ertemy, the 
arrival even of thofe fuppiies extremely precarious; To which may be added, that, mould 
the enemy preferva a Superiority at fea, we lliould have reafoii to apprehend a foirtina *ift 
this fettlement. , .

into rny milTeffion. 'I'his siromife I now perform; and, deemmg it conftftent with iht- fpirit ot 
it I have added fuch other turns as have been occufionally converted to the Company s property 
throiifrh my means, and in confequsnce of thelike deftiiiation. Ot thekcom! ot thefe you IrJve 
been rdready advrfed, in a letter which Thad the honour to add rets rhe Honourable Court ot 
Direftors, dated 201 h November 178b. l.foth this and the third arttcla w^ere paid iramediately 
to the treafiivv, by my order to the biib-i rcaftrre.r to receive them on the Company s account, 
but never palled through my hands.

on the Nabob of Furryckabad, with the fame allow a nee s, eilabiifhiTient, and powers, that have 
l^eeii given to the faid Sez/awuh Mr* George Shee has direfSed to proceed with all poffibie 
expedition to Lucknow; on his arrival at \vhich place, we defire ymi will inveft him with the 
ch^irge of the office to which we have appoin ted him, and give him fuch inilructions for his con¬

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A PLAN far the Regulation of the Affairs of the Nahcib Muzufier Jung) and of the 

lleventiss of SubalidaiTy pi' Furruckabad. 

The’enct*onc(>miJiils made by the late and [ifftfent Vi-aier upon the authority and territory of 
Muzuftiii jiing, Nabob of Furruckab.id, com rary to the faith of treaties ffiil fuhfii'iing, and 
the calamities which their eiicrcajlmjents have brought upon Muzuifbr Jmrg, his family and 
coujitry, ate matters of univerial HOtcriety. 

'fhe Nabob having repeatedly Rated his diRrefs to our Government, and iiitreated their 
■proteition, this was at lengtii fb fir afforded him, as to relieve him from the power and oppref* 
lions exercifed hy the V iaier’s. fervaii[,6> by rppoiotiBg a fervant of the Company to the coIleidliDri 
•of thetr afllgnj.t-nt upon the Viaiei’s tribute from Furruckabad, But this meaUiie having 
pioved uid'ausfadtory to the Viaicr and to tlie N abohj the iiuerpoGtion of botlt Govsrnments 
•w.rs withdrawn by mmu d conCi^' and iVluzuffLy jung left to his own, contludi. Tins exiwri 
tiient has likewise tailed, from the total incapacity of Muzuffer Jung, and the mil'conduct of 
Ifi; fervants; and has only ferved to reduce him to the laR Rage of }rerlonal Indigence, and to 
augment the arrears of the tribute to the Vizier beyond a poffihility of difclurgihg them under 
ffoch mifmaHageraent.- 

The Vizier has again affnmed rlac man.vgeiinfnt of the affairs .of Fitrruokabad, but with fo little 
■'mower toreguLt! th ni, that he has been obliged to ufe the aid of a regiment of the Company’s. 
Teppys f T the proc ;£tion of lits S hzauwd. 'I he revenues of the djftridts fequedered from Mu- 
zuter Jung l-iave been gradually and are fliU declining. Tlie advantage pf a friendjy frontier, 
and the loft of levPHue, aae required by the depppulatioti of the country, and defeplions of its 
didtubitants. 

To the evils as tlins deferibed, ami Rill greater to be apprehejided, no remedy appears 
ads^uatr, but the immediate and vigorous interpoftion of our Government, wliicii Ihould 
■take the mod decifive mealures for the prefervation of a revemie whicli materially contributes 
to the reihurees ofrhe Vizier, niid conlequently tg i|i,eir and to the fecurity of his country. 

Oil which their own cflV.iiiiaHy depends, and for the prclervaiion of a fainily, of which 
the head performed important fervices to the Company, during theft- coutefl with the kite 
Vizier. 

To effea thefe purpofes it is propofed, that the entire mmagement of the affiirs and revenues

country and collcaions.—3<h To the defraying of the expcisces of the government and coliec-

•credit of<he Nabob Vizier, on a^-count with the Comp.iny. 

It is difficult, ff not impraflicable, to ^f'certain the exafl: amount of the I’ iziet's receipts from 
■the diftrtfts feauelleied from Muzuffer Jung, as they have been included in one jurnma with the 
Tift of the Duab, farmed to Almafs /\lly Cawii: Hut by annual liatement for three years of the 
'grofs coUeftipns and affual payniems from the whole, for and of which thofe ditlridb hear 
The proportion of one half, with very little difterence it appears, tlut from 62 lacks to ,50 have 
Teen eolleffed, and from 37 to 30 have b*cn colbdfed, and from 37 to 30 paid into the V i^tder’a- 
tieafury, after deducing''the expejice of troops, 3 lacks, and the jageisr of Alinafs 50,OQ(? 
fupeesVnnually, upon an average of 16 lacks, tiT.Ty be allowed as the neat yearly revenue to the 
Vizier from the purgatmahs.; a further decreafe of two lacks has uUn place in the B.undoobutl 
■of the piefeiit year. 
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te no doubt, hut that under good management this plan could efl'e5t all the purpofes 
^iropoled iu if, anti yield to the Viaier a larger and more permanent revenue than the above- 
fiated, and which is ftili on the decline. 

The agreement for a trilnite, or rather fubfidy, to he paid to the Vizier f«r a hotly of tr--o) S 
to protea the country, has been very ill obferved on both fides. The troops have been defer- 
ive, and the iubhdy iU paid. The engjgement v/ill caafe of courfe on tlie. elhbli/hment of 
the new pbn. 

The looo cavalry propofetV to he raifed and fupptwtttd on the revenue of Furruckabad are 
intended ■uhimately for the feryice of the Company, whenever they may be retjuired to aift in 
■conjuntSion with rheir troops. 

Thiihody to he commanded and difctplined by native officers, under the general infpeclion of 
n .Company’s officer; the hories to be the property of the riders: thirty rupees par niontli for 
man aiiil horfe, including officers, is fiippofcd to he an allowance fufficient for engaging the 
lervice of the heft country. Tlie body propoled will, on tins average, amount to 6o ooo rupef-s 
per month—hut they flioold fee engaged at a lower rate, if that can be effiii'^ed with a proper 
s'egaj'd to the fervice. 

The infantry may he eftirnated .at feven rupees each man per month, incluLlirrg officers. This 
corps Oionld be armed, doathed, and difciplinod as the Company’s Cepoys, .and under the im¬ 
mediate command of a Company's officer or officers, and have a fmall held tram attaclicd 
to it. 

Tlie Board will prefcribe fuch other regulations for thefe corps, and clloW'lh fuch checks 
and controuls upon them, as they may judge proper, if tlie plan iii general fliouJit be approved 
|jy them, 

An annual ftipendof five lacks of rwpeea will be an adequate provifion for the fubfiAencs 
of the Nabob MuzufFer Jung, and his family, and far exceeding any fum which he his ever 
yet been able to appropriate to this purpofe ; the proportions of it to the dilFerent branches, of 
histaniily may be afligned by the Board, on a Hate of their refpRiaive tkuaiions and degree of 
confanguiniry. , 

The n.'iine and authority of the Nabob Muzuffer Jung ffiould hr obferved in the adminiAra- 
tion of judice, and in alt public tranfadlioits. 

The coinage, which has preleived its credit without interruption, under the fn.inagement of 
Muzuffer Jung’s officers, Aiould be Aill continued in their charge.

I therefore am h^ieful 
th.at 1 mav have leave to fend, as before, a perfon to Furruckabnd, who may, with the affiflancc 
of Moz’iffer Jung, lend the money for the Company’s Tuncah’s. lha Nabob Mozuffer Jung 
coiledls confiderable fums from that country, Vadonging to me; and it )s not very difficult toi 
him to fend the fmaH amount due to the Sirkar,—Although Mr. bhfie fliould pay the money 
regularly, yet from him great dilgrace Is come upon me, as he h.as altered eftabliihed cultonis^ 
and will not fulFr the Minifters of the Nabob Mozufter Jung to come hither. 

Having Oelaved for a little vvhile longer the fettlement of the money, I meant to have repre- 
fi'iited all fbefe particulars when 1 fliouid have had an interview with you; but as at this time 
further miuries arife in the payment of the money, and the opportunity might ejeape, 1 have 
therefore.'being deftitute of all qtfrfir remeiiy, written to you.

With refpea to the Cutw.iI Kairoo Khan, now in confinement, by my orders, on a clMrge of 
havina flopped fiipplirs coming to camp undee my perwatmah; of having threatened to tread the 
perwavmah under his feet; of having, moreover, had the sudadty to come into thts^damp m 
dematili duties on the liippUes brought to it; I beg kive to oblervc, that h.wmg on .dl occalions 
avoided interference with the Country CJovernineiit, .and being uriwiliing in the prefent cafe to 
proceed to extremity, I will releafe flie Ctitwai, oil tiia following exprefs condmons;—ihat 
people belontriiig to camp, at prefciit confined in J'urruckaLid, be releafed; their pioperiy, tb,it 
has been feized, reftored to them; and the money that has beenexafited, returned to them. A 
lifl of thefe perfons, and an account of tlieir property, and the money exacted from them, Oiall 
be tranfniitted to you.

formablo to the fpir.ic of my inftrVtaiOns both from the Board and the Vizier, 

Tlie releafe of the Cutwal, therefore, depends entirely upon you and the Nabob Miizznffer 
Jung. Shouid the terms I have mentioned be reieaed, it .would be unneceffary to cotiturnc 
this correfpondence. I fiiall foon be at the Prefidency, when 1 Hull have an opportunity ot 
iiating the matter peifonally to tlie Boiud.

I H A V E received i(\formationj tbrangb a vaneSy of cbannels, of feveral maafiires adopts’tl by 
your Excdlency rdpeiting tli^ two Bbegums, and others^ of a nature uhich have atesulency to 
reproach on your Government, and to Men your credit in the eyes of the warld : Thefe 
have likewlfe been confirmed by letters from Mn Middleton, and by the g^meral voice of ;ncfe 
vrhd'have been ]ii your Excdlency'^j dominions, who concur in reponuig tJiai: the family of the 
Itte Nabob are reduced to fo great dilVefs zs to be even ia want oi ihe common iteceliaries of 
Sife* 

Tt Is not without the tkepeft regret that 1 find niyfdf tnider thcneceffity of interfering in mat¬ 
ters ot fa deli cate a nature, yet the friendlhip I beat to your Excellency, and the honour otmy 
c^mployers, whofe connection with you iii fuch, that every of your Government, which either 
encreafc or diminifliea your reputation, aflcdb theii's in the fame manner, obliges me to point 
them out to you, and to give you my fentiments thereon, with the ieafi: referve. 

In the firfi place tHo Bliegum your grandmotfiisr complains, tlua your Excellency has lieprived 
her of the aHowaure eriahMihed by the late Nabob for the maintenance of the family he lelt he* 
bind him, and have refumed the jagheirs and and eniulumenis of all her fervants, and inimcdiater 
<)epmdants; That you have made no fu it able provHlon for the Nabob’s wnmen and childreiL 
-^intiraiy neglefted rheir education : 1 hat you fuffei your favourites to tnfi Inge her righL> and to 
infuIt your relations; and inftead of giving tiieiB redrefs, that you ap^>eac to connlvt; at and 
fecretiy encourage them in fuch coiidu^fEhy which means fhe is fiibje£led tj the greatefi mortifi¬ 
cations and indignities, Thele are the grievances compbioed of by the AHeah Bheguni your 
grandmoiher^—tlibfe ah edged by Bliow Bhegum, your inollier, are of a fimilar riartiie, ot un¬ 
kind rreatmeiit from you, and your withholding from her ceiniin jagheirs and rights which ihe h 
entitled to by tl^e gift of the late Nabob. Another infiance which I cannot omit is wliat is al - 
Judged ofyouf cor JutS relative to the late Nafiol> Sheer Jung, who biding related to your family, 
5ind having, from bis attachment to the late Nabob Sujah ul DowLib, b'^n hberally fupporred by 
him, Teems to have deferved bettev treatment at your Iiamb ; yet T am informed that, not coti- 
tented with reiumiiig in bis life time the grants made to him by your hte fofeber, you, on his 
deceafe, ordered Ids prO|aerty *nid prlvcUe eitnte to he ft; zed, and appropriating it to your own 
11% deprived hia family of fupport, and did not even leave to his ftiends the meuo$ of eonveytng 
the corps of the deceafed t6 Lucknow^ 

Although, from the knowledge I have of the humaniry of your Excellency’s difpofitton, T 
5ini convinced that rhefe reports have been exngge)rate:d, yet they are of fuch a nature as to alTeft 
your Hirjuiefs, too f mderjy to he Urtfered to exill. YVhile appearances remain, the world who 
:3ie guided by them, will excUim againii them as real hCU^ and cenfure your conduct.* As the 
diffaies of laatiu’e are fnppgfed to inlittence relutioJis to feek fuppart from each otlier, m prefer¬ 
ence to Grangers, and os women panicularfy Jeok for protetiion from iheir relations of the 
other felt who poitefs the power, it will be conceived that no confiderarion, but the experiencfe 
of the unkind and mortifying tr^atnmne, could induce them to withdraw themfolves foin 

your ExcelJeacy’s dominions. 

The duty of children tuwai ds patents is enjoined by all la.ws< and the breach of it coiidetnned 
3 >y ail nadom; this is a general obligati on which is binding on all maa^kind; but the Uhow 

jihegum^ 
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Bhefiiim, exckfu-e oF'lier matemfii right, has a particular claim to your Excellency's attentioti 
aiul kifKliiefs, as you owe to her iiiterceffions with the lute l^nhoh, not only your devatiou to 

^our prefeiit gteatuefs, but Hill a mcnc valuable hlefling, 

I neetl not point out to your Excellency the example of your father, whofe wholftcondu^l to . 
vthe Bhegums was not only marked with kiiKlnefs ami refpedl, SutwMdi bountyVin theeliabhfli- 
;inept of a hmiilibtne provifion for thorn. It is i.ucumbent on youi Escellency to imitare him, 
siuib.y theobferv-ition of fuch u condu£l as your duty retjuites, to remove every nnfavour.iMe ini-~ 
putatioii, to conciliate,the good opinion of the world, rmd, in fhort, to conlUtute yourlelf a 
ipatteni to others. . 


The Bhow BlvenriTi lias a poblic title to my interpofitlon fot the due maintenance of all the

•dation of ^mor Haiinayi'and from the abilities, integrity, and r-eal for your femce, which I 
know lift poffeffes, T am perfuaded your Excellency will h.ive no caufe 'tt) repent the agpointment 
you Iwve given him. . in order, however, that the inteiftion of this appomtnieni 
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VicfeatcJi tli'e Major may not be -depriveJ of die means of aecompllfhing tbe fervice 

tvom lilm, it is ii-dilpenfably necefll^ry, that your Excellency ftould not only give hiixa 
due atithority and lupport, hut that yoa ihouid alfo convince him, as well as the immediate 
Tulers of :.be country he lu« Co hiperititend, and above all the people about yont* owi\ pevibn 
and 0«uri, that you fw^e nn Implicit liuth and con^dence iii his zeal tW your fervice, and 
will not AafFerany perfca ^vhatever to obfl:ru£t or thwart him iu the execution of it.

That they may iils.v.ay s be well fed, and in good condition to perform theTei-vicee required of 
them, tlie coiur.ai.ftor fliould be obliged by his coiitraa to give the draft c.»ttlc two feers and 
ail half, and the carriage two feers oTgrain each per day J and when graft and forfige is (carce, 
inch 1 further qunntityj not excluding three ant) *in hiill to cfie draft and three ieers to the 
carriage, as it may b« found neceffary for the Commanding Officer of the flation wdiere they 
.are keptfodirelft. At prefent the alioWance given by the contraiftor to the draft cattle is two 
leers, aiid to the carriage one feer; which, when grals and forage are very pleiitj*, and they ate 
rot wo.ckvd, might be fufficient; but at oiher linrtes, and when thej'' arc wrought, it is evidently 
not ft; .and if the biillcjcks are once allowed to fall off in fiefli, anti get poor, from alhortneis ot 
'food, it takes feme months to recover them, and the fervice muft on i'uch occafioiis, when they 
are wanted, fiiffer froth it. But this would not he felt fo much as what it ft at particuhir (ea. 
ions, were the cattle to get regularly the quaiifity of grain the contratftors have made it a rule 
to fix as their daily allowance; which, from the plundering of the-hanians and tmderlmgs, 
ail of whom muff have & feeling out of thein, it is very certain they ilo not. By the contiaflors 
being obliged by the articles of their coiitra-^s, to give the draft bullock as far as three and an 
half feers, and the carriage .is far as tiiree fters, of grain per day each, whenever they fail off in 
' fiefli, ami, f .aay he Cound neceffary fer the Commanding Officer of the troops to order ir, to 
keep them iii good condition, it will become their immerlftte intereft, when they know they afs 
liable to fiiffer not dr doing it, to look better after tlieir people than they now do, and fee that the cat- 
;tleare taken proper care of, and not defrauded of their due allowance. Indeed this bufmefs ft 
■much loft at prefent to b.inians, who, nobody t believe can doubt, will make every advantage; of 
it that their arts can conftive, and point out to them, and that lies in their poi^r. But befides 
'the iritereft which the contraaor is hereby made to have in taking care that the cattle are properly 
looked ufter and fed, it will be ncceffiiry th.it the Company fhoiiltJ .allow 20 or 25 rupees per 
month to a gooj'ierjfcafit of each ot the brigades to overfee them, under the direfitian of the Com¬ 
manding Officer of Artillery, where tiiere arc artillery corps.1S>-This or feme adequate allowance 
mot being made to thefe men, for their trouble, they will take it from the banians; which muft 
entirely deftroy the intent of tlielf appointment.

of this, fomft return is due to the readtnefs with which he relinqulflied Iiis right to a gratuity urio'ti. 
the hf! njiliiftion. Inconfideratioiiofthis, and the very heavy lots (near onv iack) certified to 
have been incurred upon difeharged cuttlaf 1 propofe tivai his prefenc tender be acoepted of, as 
ftatefl in'the ktter before us; 1 am flili further liuluced to this, as our pre lent fitmc ion brakes 
rnc w'ifli to make him a propofal of a furrender of his right, to whicli we may tho Tuore reidiiy 
hope for and claim his concutretice, after we fhall have yielded to fuel) of his^ claims as have ap^ 
peared reafonable to us. The propolal,[ would rsflominend to the Beard, il they concur in the 
above, is this. 

That war being now at an end with our national eneiTiies, as well as witli all the powers of 
blindoftau, it, isecomesour firll objatft to reduce our military eftabUlliment, and every thing con- 
nefl'cd with it, to its Ibrmev flute, or even lower, if rhe general peace, and probability of its 
duiaticn, will admit of it. The contra^ offers one of the mofi confiderafvle objefls in this line; 
I therefore propofe (bat we exiplaiii the ground of pur'views to the coiitFaiflor, and recominend to 
him to join in the general wclfiire by a rurreruler of his riglits on the full of neitt month, making 
a flatempnt of the profits he may thereby relinquiflr and leaving it to the cindour of the Board to 
make a final ai;d equitable conciufion. 1 feel feme fatisfadtion in making this propond, beoaufe 
the grain of thiscontfinSt has more than once drawn dif'agreeahle and midaievvcd reliedtions upon 
rnyperfon in particular, founded upon oiy known regard for 'tbe firfl comi adtor Mr. Croftes. 
The urgency and difpatch of war will not fuit with the cold and flow proceedings reiuJiing from 
ftrid tBConomy ; 1 therefore agreed to the apparent high terms, that I miglit he affured of good 
feivice: ] mult do iiim the juftice to fay that 1 have not been dilap pointed^, either in him or his 
fuccaffor Mr. p'ergulT&n. 

But now, that a change of fituatlon ftimulates me to attend mors to eocoriomical tlian any 
other plans, I am giiid to fhewthatno confidcration of private'friendfl'iip or regard can ttuiid he- 
tvseen me and what I coticeive my public duty. 

If tbe contr-adforV reply Ihall appear reafonable to the Board, it is my intention to recommend 
that an agreement confortiiable thereto be innnediately made with him for'tlus^ furrenderjof Iviscon- 
tradl tand tViat the charges of fupplylug and feeding bullocks and camels for tlie ufeof (he 
army., and vidtiialing the Europeans on this eftablifluneiit, be managed by agency i’nlfoad ofeon- 
cotvtiaft, not 4oub!;ing that I ftiall be able to make it appearthatgreat iavitigs may be. made by 
this change of the mode.

I am forry that I cannot agree either to the Governor General’s prcpolitions or to the con-

'I'he contractor’s demands, expreffed in his letter, if I uiiderfland them, amount to iibove

ceives he has obtained by the omiffibii of Government, not having given him notice, in Augull 
lafl.that his contradl would not be contitiued beyond the AipulatiKl period of five years. For 
my own part, I did not know there was luch a ciaufe in it, and I hope and trull upadvantugei.

The Board having taken into confideratton the feveral propofals delivered in for feeding and 
providing the draft and carnage bullocks of the army, and viaualling the Europeans, are of 
opinion, that the propofals received from Sir Charles Blunt are upon the whole the moft ad¬

We have already acquauited you that we had, rn conformltv to the recommendation 
of the commander in chief, publiflied an advertifement requefting fealed"propofals to be delivered 
to os for perfuming the fervice of providing and feeding the draft and carriage bullocks for the 
army, and viaualling the Europeans on this eftablifliment; refcrviiig to otirfelves the 'nower 
of agreeing to fuch as we might deem moft advantageous to the Company, whether thefe mieht 
or might not be the ioweft propofals. - ^

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fur. 4. The feveral propofats which were made to us in confequencs of our adverEifement* 
appear on our proceedings noted in. the margin. 


5, After very mature deliberation, vve refolved to accept the propofals which were offered 
by Sir Charles William Blunt, who had performed thebufinefs by agency for two years before j 
for we were unanimoufly of opinion, that his propofals were upon the whole the moft advan¬ 
tageous to the Company, and that his terms were as low as the due performance of the duty 
required would enable any one to offer.

Par, 82- In cohfequence of your former orders on the fubjeft of the provlfion of draft and 
carriage bullocks for the ufe of your troops on this clUblifiament, and vianatling the European 
part of the army, propofals for performing tlVefe ferviccs wxre advert!fed _ for^on the gqth of 
Auguft 1785, and a contradi for the fame was refolved to be given to Sir Charles William^ 
Blunt; on the terms of that contrail the fervice is now fupplied. It comnienced on the ift.ot 
December 1785, and was to laft for one or three years, at our option,- Sir Charles Blunt's 
propofals, and the minute accepting them, did not ftate that the contrail fhould continue for 
two'years after the ill December 1786, uiilefs notlee of the contrary were given to-the con- 
m.fror; but In the draft uf the cofUraa prepared by the Company’.^ attorney (It being deemed 
necefiary that fonie proviffon fhould be made,to this effeif) it was propoled that the contraib 
Jhouid be extended to the iff December 1788, unlefs notice fhould be given in writing to Sir

' -83. As the period of nine month.? from the commencement of the contrail: had etapfed

T he Sccret::ry lays before the Board the fevera! propofals which have been received for the 
army coiuracl, in confequeiice of the publicacion made from the general department, on 
the of Auguft; which being opened, are found to be from the following Perfons. 






To the Honourable Warren HafJugs, Efqu!r«, Governor General, &c. Cownci! of India, 
Honourable Sir and Gentlemen, 


An advertifement having been publifhed, that propofals wHl be received ofeonduions for ft!p- 
plying the army with provifions and bullocks, and for feeding the Honourable Coinpaijy''g 
elephants and camels, we beg leave to offer the following propofais. 


When the troops are in the feld, we ivill enguge to furnifti every man with one pound of beef 
nr mutcofi, a pound of bread or a feer of rice, two drams of good Batavia arrack, forty of 
which drams rfiall be equal to one gallon, wine meafure; alfq fire wood, fall, pots and pans, 
in confideration of our receiving the full hatta of each man, when the troops fiial! be in garrU 
fon or cantonments. We will fuppiy each man with provifions as above fpccjficd, one day, 
and with drams the other day, akernatelv, on condition of receiving half his batta. The pro* 
vifiorts (hsll be the belt procurable, fubjeefe to the inTpcilion of the commanding oStcer and 
furgeons of the army. In cafe it fhould not be pofllUle for us to procure provifions, v/e will^. 
engage to pay the men, in money, at viz. on* failure of meat, one third ofhisbattaj on failure 
of bread or rice, one third j and on failure of drams, one third. All fervaiUs fhall be paid by 
the Honourable Company being liable to nothing more than the payment of our monthly

at tfte above rates. We will engage to keep capable deputies with every detachment, who 
njall conform themfelves to the above articles. The Honourable Company is to pay us ten 
Ibiiaut rupees, to be accounted ii per cent, better than current rupees, for the yiftualling of 
cadi mao, per month, when the troops arc in the field; and when the troops are in garrifon or 
cafitonments, the Honourable Company ftialt pay us five ibnaut rupees, at the above exchange, 
as the troops are then only to receive provifions one day, and drams the other, alternately.—- 
The commander of the army, and of every detachment, fliall furniih a fuflScietit efcort for 
conveying provifions to the camps, and fuch fafeguards, when they are arrived in 
the rratureofthe fcrvice will admit.

That lower propofers ate yet to be 
found, is no proof againll the afierilon j for while a money bag (w'hatever the term annexed) is 
held out, plaufibie adventurers will not be wanting to attempt an encounter with it, having 
nothing to Jofe, run no riik. This Ihadow of an argument then fet aftde, we will beg leave to 
-advance the fbllowhng ftatement, as a ftrong prefumption in fupport of our afTertion.

€vcry thing in the country was cheaper th;-^n now, and that upon fuch an eftimate it is now 
cvidenly, by the above ftatument, reduced almoft one half, we may v/ith the b^ft-grounded 
prefumption afTert the ultimate limited decreafe attaint'd. 

The incxpcdkocy of the public fervice of a conftant fucceffion of new fervants and agents^ 
and of removing a truft repofed in an approved fervant, of an eftabliflK'd Tefponfihility, will 
fureJy be admitted, not to mention the attachment of the troops ( whofe rati^fadlion is doubtkfs 
no trivial obje8: in matters they are fo nearly concerned in j to oid fervants, and prejudice to 
new, the cftecl: of which has not feldorn proved of m-itexial confequefice.——^Thirdly, and 
lailly, we will beg leave to urge the peculiar hardfliip that a prefent change will throw upon 
our confticuent, refuhing from unavoidable and unforefeen events, which, from his zealous 
diCcharge uf his truft, haveaccumuhired lolfes upon him \ and hence, livith all rubmsifion,claim 
the Indulgence of his employers, in allowing him to continue in the time of the harveft, haAiiig 
gone through the labour of tiHage, und to repair by their favour what he has fuffered in their 
iervice. 

When he ftrft tendered hi® rcrvices, and undertook the talk, it was upon a probability of the 
permiinency of the ft at ions that the refpe£livc corps then occupied, confequentfy upon a calcu-- 
Jation of the markets of rhefe fixed ftations.

hereby afforded'--“We cannot doubt chat Ihefe objefts united, will aSiiiate thcjufliccj candour^ 
and humanlcy of your Board, to agree to our foUcitations,

By a letter'from the Honourable Board of the 31ft iiiftant, it is recommended to fend my 
agent to Dacca, to receive the elephants. I fnbmtt it to the Honourable Board, wliethcr it 
Nvould.not be better for me to go to Dacca, Chittagong, and Tipperah, and receive fucli ele¬ 
phants as may be there for the Company’s, and fuch others as I can procure fit for fervicc ; 
.th.at none be received but of a proper'fize ‘and firength, and that I have power to rcjedl all 
others. 

T iurtljer beg leave to obfervci that as at prefent there are but very few elephants in the 
lervicci it muft be a work of time, togefber with the utmoft care and attention, to cotiipleat 
the eftablifiiment with good fc.ilbncd elcpb.ints. I therefore humbly requeft the Honourable 
Board will permit the ebntraft to be for five years inftead of three, the advantage of which I

If we are tiot in a condition to make foch a depofit, I muft attribute it to that meafure, which 
threw into the hands of inJividufJs a fum of money which they did not want; and under tlm 
pretence of laving to the Company a f)enfion of two lacks, not likely to he felt either as a faring 
or a Iol>, annihilated a capital fond of forty lacks, th^oniy one, perhaps, ojj which we couW 
depend for the lafety of the territory,

BefiJes the-advantage th.it will accrue to httn in dealing in the prohibited articles exclufively, 
he will hive the Ismefit of the affiflanceof the Auuieens, who .ite going into the diftriifts, to pro- 
cine every article of provilion at his own price. It i:! natural to ruppofe, that thole people will 
endeavour to recommend themfelvcs to their patron, by the exerting of their power in favour of 
his Secretary; after this, when he brings bis provifions to Calcutta, will not the quantity he 
will have in bund, enable him .at all times to fix the prices of the.market, by which the rates of 
agent'scommiffion of 30 percent, is to be regulated. 


Tliefe are the particular objeflions to the Secretary’s dealing in provifions; it remains to cor- 
fider tlie general ones to the'expediency of the meafure, more efpecially when the Governor’s 
Secretary is to be the Agent Viiiualler- 


FirA, I do not admit that it follows of courfe, that the exiftenceofa fort and a gan ifon im¬ 
plies* the neceffity of keeping it viftiialled. None of the fortificati ms of Riigland, in Scotland, 
i.i Ireland, in Guendey, and ledey, have a fingle article of provilion itr them. ’1 hcy however 

depend av well as Fort William, on tiie fupplies that may be thrown into thorn on the firll 
alarm / though the lame elFeas, it mitfi be Gppofed, wouhl fdllow-there, which the Govenv r 
General reprefents'would happen in Bengal on an invafion. FIc Tays, “ almofi ail the articles, 
“ and overv one of the molt necefiary articles th-u he has propofed to lay in ftore, might be coU 
*< Icfled from the markers of Calcutta, in a quantity far exceeding that now required, wltJi a 
“ very few davs notice; but though ibis may be the cafe in time ofp-?ace and quiet, he doubts 
<« whether thev could lie procured ainidli the firll hurry and terror, which would affea the 
«' minds of tbeiw'ople, in cafe of aauat invafion;’ In effect, ib fir filouid we be from wanting, 
in Ibch an exhi-ency, nianv of the articles, chat the merchants who keep them in ftore w'oulci 
think themfelm but too happy if they could be permifted tofecure them, as Madeira wine, dec. 
ill the fort,' amounting to much more than poftibly could be waivted. But if tbs praviliort of any 
kind of ftores ftiall be judged neceffary, it appears to me, that it ihould belli tbe bulky artickl, 
as firewood and rice;' which, as I mentiohod in rr.y former minute, might be prcwided without 
tire rniall(-n expcnce to the Coinpaiiy ; though I believe, iftlie whole fum that is intended to be 
.atHMopriated for thefe fupplics were to be let apart, fuch a relburce would, on an exigency, 
furnifli the garrifon with a much more idcnciful and wholefomc fuppiy, than the annual expen- 
diluio of it can do by lay ing up the Holes, 


T concImV, tbefore, that if it be admitted, tliat wherever there is a fort and garrifon, there 
muft beUkewife viftualiing ftores laid in, the fame n-celfity will be foon urged for the appouit- 
menroftm Agent Vidhialler at Chun.ir, as well as Fort William, and perhaps with more often- 
fibie reafons to lupport tt, as that place is a frontier garrifon, 

V 

My fecoml objeilion goes to the maimer with which the ftores are to he provided. The Com- 

oanv diredl that colltra6^s lliall he advertifed; but the Governor General, foreleeing that lus be- 
rj cretary 
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eretary coalcl not obtain tlie victualling fcheme on that footing, but on the loweft torms, en¬ 
deavours to remove tliO'objeCtion hy faying, ‘'That ih^ world would know-what provifion was 
<* made for the defence cFths fortas if the knowledge that there was three or four months 
jjrovifion in it, befides what might he thrown in at a few hours notice, would invite rather than 
difcourage an enemy to attack it. So curious an aiguinent requires no other rehitation. 


Mv third objection goes to the provifions for {ificen titoufand men, that is to fay, for three- 
fourths of our army. 1 fuppofeihe intcrided Agent Victualler propofed this number of them, 


Fourth objeCiion ; The immcnfe profits of the agent. Upon a rough calculation, 1 conjeflure 
thecoJt of the provifions to Ise furnlfhed wilt not he iefs than three lacks of rupees; and conf> 
quencly the Agent’s commifllon of 30 percent, is ninety thoufand. 

If I underltand the propofai right, the. Agent, after fupplying the full quantity of ftores r«- 
<}uired, is to change them ns often as may be necrl&ry to prevent their decay. But there is no 
ftipuhicion mentioned to com pel him to perform this part of the propofition; and therefore, 
without incur ring a penalty, lie may, itheplealVs, leave all hb putrid If orfes on our hands, and 
walk off with his 90,000 rupees. In this cafe, fliouUl there he found ever .another majority of 
the Board who would vote for a freih fupply, the fame fuin as before muft be thrown away, ami 
the fame profits renewed to tl»e cWivemlaiit, whoever he may be. 

Let It, however, he granted, that tvo will petform the profeSed engagementjn the plan, by 
renewing the ftores when neceflary may not tlm neceliity occurj for many of the ftores, two 
or three times in the year? Cotifequeatly the commifiioii ou the purchale will operate juft fo 
many times in his favour. 

In the view I have hitherto taken ■of his gains, I have only contidered him as agent; it is fair 
now to fee wiiat he will get as merchant. 


Thoftvperfons who buy provifiovts up the country generally reckon on a profit' from 13 to a,; 
per cent, on bringing them to Calcutta. T take it for granted, that Mr. Iilelli_, with theadvsn- 
tao-esthat he will in'eourfo polfofs from his conneftion, may be fecure of .a gam of 20 per cent, 
even ruppofing him to confine his purchafes to the quantity required. '1 his will add fixty tboa- 
fond mote to the profits of his cominilTion, In all 1,50,000 iu an half a year from his hrit dcli- 
veries only. 


Fifth obieafon, to the making the Commi ndmt of the fort the Storekeeper. According to 
the Qth article of the plan,- he (it was at firft the Fort Major) is to keep the mofler, or faraple 
of theftores; he is to examine all deliveries by them ; beds to viiirconliantly the magazine, to 
inCpea the condition of them; he is to attend lo the re-delivery of them to die Agent, that they 
may he changed, and to grant certificates for taking tliem away: F nui y, he mult keep a et of 
books. Suppofii.g the Commandant had lelfure and a fufficient knowledge of ftores to be^ 

accomylLlh there various duties, every one mu fifoe the dtfagreeablo predicament he mufl llwd 
in ; can it be abnofi expedted, that be will rifk the favour of the Governor General, in rejeamg 
W provifions, or condemning thofo that are putrid ; yet it he does not, he expofe the whoIc 
garrlfoiito die of the ptaErue: I do not think the propoled Agent would be giiiltv ot thofe bauds, 
which are fixfoequentiy committed by Viaualliug Contradlors m alt p.arts of the world ; but 
this does not prevent every one wiping to fee. the agency for h important a rrnft bUed by a per- 
fon no w.ivs ccnnei^ed or protedled [ly favour, as the confoquences of tli-; kail coinpiailaiice to 
him may prove fatal to the very exilknee of thcEnglinr power m Bengal. 

Cbieaioivthe fixtli, on the reafon affigned by tlie Governor Geneml for wiftnng to make his 
Secretary the Agent. Me favs it was not hecauk lieh.idbeen with lum four years, on a falary 0 
only goo' niirees amonth ; but from thinking theduedifchargeol a trullot Inch importance, and 
fo immediatelv his province, required a !>erfon on whole honour he could depend. Mr. 
HaiVmgs’s high opinion of Mr. Belli, is, Hare lay, very well founded; hut it leems rather inju¬ 
rious rb the Company’s forvants, that not one is to be found on whom fo important a truft can 
be jioiifided. I wifo not to make comparifons, but I mull be permitted to lay, that it the gt^l- 
iiek of their charaiSers qannot iivall them in being appointed to pvafts of trull, I fee no advanf age 
that they enjoy oyer gentlemen who .are out of the fervlce, and only fuftered to reude in Bengal 
by inSulgence. 


How 
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it comes that the Governor Genen! imagines that the recommending an Agent \ iflualier 
is his peculiar province I cknnot comprehend^ as the confetjueaCes oF any l^raoJ cominittt'd hy Uie 
Agent woiiid tall noton the Governor General, in cate of a llcge^ teeing the defence ot the fort 
would not refi; with him^ but on the Cotinnander in Cliief, 


T hope thefe objiwSions will convince the Govemor General of the inexpediency of his plan for 
viiiliudling t!ie fprt, particularly, when it is to be undertaken by his ’Secretary; but at baft, if 
thele obje^lions do not avail, i have a right to expe<5l he will rotraft the complaint he noaclo 
againli me, for nfing hard and coarfe invodives on his plan, tnfteaJ of offering my objeftions to

Tq th§ proporal of rlie furgeon general, I totally object to a:iy iacreafe of ‘ftoppage whi^t- 
foeverox\ the men's pay^ bccatjfe I am apprehenfive of tlte €ffe£t it tr^^y produce j and aa it 
;ippears an iiijuftice ro pmii/h every fick man by an additional tiuilcl, becauic fonie one amongft 
them may have^.tntfappHcd the favings acquired during a courfeof fiekneft. 

The additional Aim of five chonfand rupees, propofed by Mr, Barwell, as a relmburfemeirt 
for extending the exemption to the feniur civil and military few ants above the rank of biC* 
tors and captains, 1 thi^nk difproporttonate, even to the demand made by the furgeon genei^l 
himfelf for the Arft extenrion to fadlors and captains, as thdb two claiies are mfiiiitdy more 
numerous than all thofe above them* 

The circtimAance of making the furgeons buy the drugs, and fubmit to a Ample reimbuife- 
ment, while entitled to the profit oa the fak of their medicines, befides the other very material 
akerarion in the fituation of the whole body of furgeons, in being deprived of their .c<>ntingent 
bills of ten rupees for every fick officer and foldier, ftould not be decided upon agairdt them, 
wiihcmt hearing they may have to ofteri for the faving, tvhen redaced by the addition of 
ten thoufand rupees annuaiiy, and thofe contingent charges of the quarteivinafter general, as 
mentioned by Mr* Campbell, for ftraw, boats, and extra doolies, which wrere probably alt in¬ 
cluded in the funi on which the fhving is i'uppofed to arifc, will, in fadf, reduce It ia low, as 
not to warbnt the diverting the channel of benefit from many to one.

I have received your letter refpedling the defired alterations in your tontrafl:.; and ihall give 
you my opinion on them in order as they Aand. 

And ift. In the contrail it is fpecifted, that you are to provide fifty doolies to each brigade, 
and to be paid for any tjuanticy above that number (which it may be necefTary to employ) 
thirty rupees per month for each dooley.—How tbig miftake has crept in, 1 am at a lofs to 
know-} as, on a reference to the propofala, 1 find that you keep up fifty doolies for fuch bri- 
g.ade3 as (hould be on duty out of the provinces only ; and that you Ihould be paid thirty rupees 
par each dooley, above that number. 

2d. As to the haekerays, I cannot find, either in the propofals or eontrail, any mention at 
all made of them-} to he fore, if they were on the cfiabliflunent when you made the propofals, 
and you confidered your Tel f bound to keep them up, or to provide them when required, it is 
proper a claufe fliould be inferted in the contract for that purpole. And, 

, 3'^'y' As to the common diet money for.the refpcclive patients, that is -aifo in the fame pre¬ 
dicament, no mention being made thereof; however, as in matters of this riaturc, wc canr.oc 
Ik: too explicit, 1 think thofe iniftakes ought by all means to be fedlified j end if,you will plcafe 
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to obtain an orJcr from the Honourable EaSrcJ for that purpofe^ I will vAth pleafare reiiify 
them, without any adjitional expence to you or them*

The folloiving are the words of the Surgeon GeneraPs Propofals upon tlie Firft Article men¬ 
tioned in the Attorney's Letter. 

The brigade in the field {hall be conftanth^ fiippiied with fifty covered doolies, h^^ving 
fix bearers to each dool>% and iikevvife with a fufficient luimber of cooHes to c^rry medicines 
and other neceflaries for the fick or wounded—the Q^iarter Maikr Genera! furuifting 
hofpita! tents and fifaw as htiretotbre; or fltouM there be a ncceflity of embarking the fick 
in boiits^ he is Hkewifi; to nirnilh them, tbofe being expences never included in any of the 
hoffital charges ; but ftould the fervice at any time require a greater number of doolies than 
the fifty befure mentioned^ then the Honoursbie Board wdll allow, at the rate of 30 Ibimut 
** rupees per menfem, for every extra dootic employed by order of any commanding officer* 
This is the only article iti which the expence can exceed the Bated lum; and it is of little 
confequence, as, unleik the whole army W'as to be In mocion, it can never amount to a Aim 
in any degree cohftderablc*"' 

From hence it is clear, that the Surgeon General engaged to fupply doolies only for one 
brigade, or, in other words * only fifty doolies for the whole ferviee, that number being fuffi- 
dent for the ordinary fcrvke of the army, and that it w;i 3 neither his ihccjotiori, nor the defign 
of the Board, that he fhould fupply doolks for ail the three brigades, if ail three fliauld take 
the field at the fame time* 

Agreed therefore. That this alteration be made in fuch a manner as the attorney fliall deem, 
moft regular and formah 

The Surgeon General having acknowledged that it was his Intention, as appears by the Sc* 
cretary's report of the jrft ultimo, to have included the ten hackeries in his propofalsj 

Agreed, That they be mentioned in the contra^ accordinglyp 

As the terms of the Surgeon Generars Propofols do not mention the common diet money for 
the refpeiilive patients in the holpitaJ, it was undoubtedly meant; to coiuinue it, the propolals 
only engaging to defray the medical charges incurred by the Company, 

Agreed, therefore. That this alfo be added to the contra£t. 

Ordered, That the Secretary do give the neceflary direflions to the Attorney, In confequence 
of the toregoing refolutions.

To the Honourable Warren Haftings, Efquire, Governor General, &c. Members of the 

Board of infpeition* 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

r have been furnifhed, by your Secretary of the Board of Infpection, with extraiSs from the 
Honourable the Court of Oireiiors general letter, dated a3d December 1778, aiid required to 
give my anfwer to the commands therein contained. 

Before I deliver my an(wer,, permit me, in vindication of niyfelf, to make a few remarks 
upon the exceptions which the extrafts contain* 



When 
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W I deliv'crecl in to cotitraa for the ex peaces of the hofpitals, it was my chief 

objetft to ha/e that branch of dnty conduiSted upon the beft plan I could devife for the ^oocl of 
thefervsce, and the intCi ..ft of the Company^ Id forming this plan;, I was atientiye to what^ 
ever my own e.'tperience courd fuggeft to me, and at the fame time to every information I 
could obtain of the praflice of JurgeonSj who have had the charge of holprcaly here, either in 
His Majefty^s land or marine A:rvicej and my hopes w'ere, that by cftabljfliing fuch a plan as 
had for its ohjc£i at once the dioiinution.of the public cxpencej and the preferving the ilafuiing 
as eifeftLve and complete as poifiblc, I fijoalii merit yuur approbation* and at the lame 
time enentially recommend myfelf to the notice of the Honourable the Court of Directors. 


In the pjXtra^ds it is laid down as a fundamental principle, that no furgeon fliouicl be in- 
tereffeti, dircifliy or indirectly* in the quantity of medicines five I or expended. Notv/itfa- 
ibnrhng I have, ever lince niy coming to the head of my profeffion, obferved the utmoft c^re 
and attciuian tor ihe prefervadon of medicines, yet the cxpcnence of fcvcral years previous to 
my obniining the contradr, whll ferve to evince that the quantity annually feot out have fallen 
fliort before the end of the year; and that the Company have oa that account incurred a 
coniiderable ex pence for fuch as could be purchafed here, befitki^ the great iuconveniencies 
that have in fomc cafes arifeii, from the want of fuch as were not to be purchafed. I thertN 
fore thought, ac the time 1 Eira-de my propofols for the caiirra^k and without the moft diftarrt 
profpeit of advitntage to myfeU', I Itill continue to think, that the moft efteitual way to obviate 
thefc inconvenieiieics and charges, was to make the furgeons in charge of the ficfc at the difo 
forent Ihtions in ibme degree interefted in the due preforvacioii of medicines! j it wa« for this 
purpolo that I propofed to the Board the furgeons paying for iheir medicines at the rate of 
ten per cent. oi\ tho prime coR* which would make it their more immediate incereft to foe 
that they were duly applied* nnd in no ftiapc improperly wafted* or fuffored to fpoi) through 
hriutenliou; ?mJ although no check is fpecificaUy mentioned in the conuatf, to prevent my 
charging mrjre than lo per cent, on the prime coll, yee as the terms of the contradl arc welt 
known to the whole profoffion, were 1 capable of attempting it* immediate reprefeotatiens to 
the Board mu ft of courfe fblfow* and which it is unnccqUliry forme to inform you has never 
happened in any one mRancc. I have already faid, that I had not the moR diflant profpeia of 
advantage to myfelf from thtr diJpofing of medicines* when I propofed my being ajlowed to 
charge the furgcojis 10 per cent, upon the prime coftj and lean now declare, from expa^ 
jience, that the premium of lO per cent, is by no means fufficient to reimburfo me for the 
charge of unpacking and rc-pacidng them* the damages they fulbiii from the climatej and 
the nik ^tnti expenee in tranfporfing them to ftatrons at the dilhnccof near one thoufand miles 
from the Prefidcucy, But it is objedied by the Horiourabie Court of Direflors* that on this 
account it poffible tisat medicines may be more fparingiy aJminiftered* and patients more 
fpeedily difehargec}, than can be cpnrifteiit with the good of the fervice ■ in anlWcr to which* 
1 beg leave to remark* that fuch a coUdnCV cannot poffibly obtain, fince an officer from every 
corps regularly vifits the hofphals once a day, and field officer once a month, to infpeia the 
treatnienc of the fick, and to enquire of the fick rhemfolveg, if there be any juft ground of 
complaint; and It is well known that the Ibldiers ate foflicieotly difpofed to make complaints 
on the finallcft grounds ; befde^, ir mull appCvtr cOntrury to common prudence, to difeharge 
a patient before his thorough recovery, fince his immediate return to the hofpital muft be tlW 
confequcnce- It is further objcii.ed hv tho Honourable Court of Dire£iors* that the deed 
fifft drawn and executed, was afterwards, at my defire, revifed* and another agreed to* with 
alteratioiis in my favour, one of which is granting me m addition of the common diet 
m^ney ufually paid by the Company for patients in the hofpital, before the contrail took place* 
The inaccuracy and infuffideacy of ihe firft deed, was tny foie reafon for wiftiing to have it 
revifed, and another drawn with more method, and in conformity to the propofols 1 had de¬ 
livered in to the Board, and which J never altered in any particular whatever. The diet 
money was rtot, as the Flom;urable the Court of Direaoti fuppofe* at any time paid by the 
Company, but* as on a former occafion, Tluve fully made it appear* by c ftdppage from the 
pay of every individual patient in the horpical ; nor it in any fhape whatever altered or 
afF^dled by the coruradl, for it never had been* -fince the firft eftabldhaiciit of horpitals Ui 
Indai* to the belt of my belief* made an article of charge to the Company, in any of their ac¬ 
counts of hofpital* or additional expences* 


The medium expmee of the hofpiials, as taken by me for fome years back, and delivered 
to the Board* was afterwards compared with the Company’s accounts, by the Secretary of the 
Board of InfpccJron* according to the order of that Board, and found to be juft ami accurate ; 
J therefore advanced upon the beft ground, that the contraft would prove an annual laving 
to the -Company, of ut lead Sont R* 3^,500* In the hofpital charges, civil and tiniitary* for 
the years 1771-2, 1772-3* aad 17734, the averajjc of which is ftated by the Honourable 
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oF n!re( 3 ;ors to asnount only to C. R* 2,16,360, I muft beg leave to obfej'vc, that they 
“ have omitted to include the original price of medicines fsjic from England, which, acoorci^ig 
to their eftimate, has amounted, iipoii an average, to 20,548 rupees ; nor have they bren 
plealed to take into cbnfideration the incrcafe of the eftablifhment fince that period, which has 
been fo confiderahle as to jufHfy me, f think, in afferting, that no perfon could in coinmort 
prudence have undertaken the contrafl; on lower terms than I did, nor Ihould I hays been de- 
iirous of engaging in it for one year only, as J think that one year would not have been fnf- 
iicient for me to have brought about the necedary alterations that were to take place, in fp full 
and fatisfndlory a manner as m}’ own reputation required. 


It is airoohje^sd, that in raypropofals I alBrmed there would be a faving to the Company 
of 30,000 Rs. per annum, by my purchafing the rncdicines, whereas the average amount of 
medicines fent to Bengal for live yeiits paft, isonly 20>548 rupees. In tny propofals, i? 1 have 
not cxprt-fibd royfelf with precifion, I now beg leave to explain, that in the fum of 30,000 ru¬ 
pees, I included the amount of what had been purchafed in the country to make up the de¬ 
ficiency of what was annually font from Europe, 


Tiie rionourable the Court of Diredlors likewife difapproye of my having received, Inftead 
of monthly advances, one moiety of the annual expencu in advance : In anf'wer to which I can 
only fay, that without a confiJerablc advance I fhoulii not have been able to liave undertaken 
the contratfl:^: and as to the amount of pi-ofits liippoled to a rife thereon, being likewife in ad- 
•vance, i flisll have occafion to mention hereafter chat they do not deferve connderation. 


Although no exprefs proviflon was made in the contratS, that at the expiration of it the me¬ 
dicines and furgeons inltrumrnts on hand were to be returned to the Coinpany at prime coll f 
■yet I beg leave iodeclHrej that luch are my obligations to the fcrvice, and my prefent abfoluts 
dependance on it, I fhoiild think tnyfelf highly deferving cenfure, and unworthy future favour, 
■if, without hcfitalion,! did not deliver back the flock of medicines and furgeons inflruments 
at prime coft, and (the chances of war and other circumflances duly attended to) in as good 
or better condition than that in which 1 received them j at the fame time, give me leave to 
exprefs the jufl feiife I have of the good opinion which the Honourable Court of Direftors 
have been pleafctl, in ibis refpe£i, to entertain of me j and likewife on behatf of the gentle¬ 
men of my profeiliorij to offer it a-s my firm belief, that into whatever bands, by my deceafe, 
the-concracl might have fallen, the fcrvice could never have fufferedon this account. 

Before I difmifs this fubjedi, give, me leave to lUbmit to your attentive coafideration a few 
■circumftancei, that do not immediately relatt: to the extracts from the general letter;—-When I 
entered Into the contrail:, my calculMiona were formed from the eftabliflapKnt.as it then flood, 
and no conditions were made, on my p.nrt, tor an increafe of allowance, in proportion to th« 
increafe of the forces, fhould any fueh increafe take place during the term of the contract; I 
here beg leave to mention, that fince my-engagement the corps of artillery has bc^n formed into 
a d(flin£l brigade, ot*"'hich account two additional hofpitals for Europeans have been efta- 
blilhcd, one at the Prefuiency., and one at Cawnporej that a body of Goulandaafe, confifling 
of three btutailons, have been raifed, for whom alfo I’have been obliged to keep up a feparatc 
hofpital; that ten battalions of Lafears have been added to - he f.fltiHi,fl>mcnt fince my under¬ 
taking the contradd, as'likewife the corps of ch 5 ffcurs, whoadt as the body guard of the Com¬ 
mander in Chief; I might alfo remark, that on the account of the war, the Company's forces 
occupy a greater number of flations than what they did in Junc^'yyyy, and likewife that the 
lifts of cfficerd and of civil fervants have been greatly aitgmemed fificc that period : Eveiy ope 
of the citcumftances .above enumerated have Wn produdlive of unforefeen, and at the* fame 
time very confiderable additional expences to me, and for which I have never as yet received 
any iccompcoce whatever; nor will it be improper further to remark, that at this very time no 
fopply of medicines is art! '"d from England, which has put me to the expence of purchafing 
from the Europe (hips already arrived, fuch articles as 1 flood in need of at a. very high rate ; 
and I will here venture to affert, pi confirmation of what I have before advanced, chat from the 
•^fhips which have on board the yearly fupply of medicines not arriving in doe fcafon, no pre- 
eaucjpn of miiie would have been fufficient to have prevented an alarming fcarcity of the moft 
indlfpenfably ufeful articte, had it not been for that part of the contrafl, which had made it 
the iiuereft of every furgeon to pteferve, as much as poifible, the medicines entrufled to 
his care. 


I have now only to declare my willingnefs to pay an entire and implicit obedience to the 
commands of the Honourable Court of Direiftors, and that I fliall nioft gratefully accept of the 
ailowance they are plcafcd to make me, upon the cojidilfon they prelcrtbe; I wifli that the fa- 
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make, had been nl lUch a nature as would have admitted my ursine it 
as a clear aiid (Iroiig nroof of my difpofitioti tn ohe^ whatever orders my fupcrlors may think 
proper to give mej but by rditiquilhing the coiuradt, alilinugh it has been regarded as-' lucra¬ 
tive to me in a high degree, I fhall facrifice very little, for J can moft truly declare, that I have 
received very Jiicle advantage, if any, from it; yet in juftice' to myfelf I muft not omit to make 
It Known, that, Irom the engagements I have formed, and the provisions I have made for 
carrying it on to the end of the term, by relinquilhing it at the end of a month, .{ Shall fuffer 
wry confiderably; a.td, in difeharge of my duty, I think it at the fame time incumb-rnt on m" 
w give It as my opinion, that the public interefi will fujrerftill more than I fhall, by a dbanee 
10 (iiddcn and unjvrovidfJ for: Jti proof of wharl ndv.mcc, give me leave to point out to vour 
notice the veiy great dillance oftnany efthe military Ihitions, that the brigades are at prefent in 
mofron, and that the detacbments are upon a< 5 tual (ervice—and 1 think it wiii be evident from 
a confideration nf these circumftances, that the bufinefs under my mhnasvment cannot lb imme- 
(tiaiely be taken out of the channel in which it is at prefent conducted, no pfevlotts and ne 
ceflary preparations having been made for fuch a change, without occafionitiy much cohfiHion 
and unavoidably, at the fame time, an additional ejtpencc to the Company; If, for the reafons 
above alJigned, it Ihould appear expedient to you that the execution of the contrcia remain'with 
me for tiie Ihort time it has yet to run, which' is only five months and a I'ew days an event 
which, allow me to obferve, the Honourable Court of Direaors could not poiBbJy forefee when 
then order was given, 1 will continue to difeharge my obligations therein ; and after the term 
ihall^havc expired, my fervtces fhall be employed, as they have always been, for the benefit of 
the Company, to the iitmoft of my itbilities, in the fine of my profeffioiv. and 1 flatter*niyfetf 
(hat you wilt think me deferving of your favourable teftimony, 'when you fhall have occafion to 
mention me to tlie Honourable Court cf Direaors, for in my prefent fuuation I can have no 
prolpcdi, but what rnufi proceed from my hopes of meriting their approbation and fupnort

It is not poilifcle, I think, that the purpofes to be anTwered by fo'manifeft a fa- 
crificeof the Company'^ interefi to that of individuals can be niiftaken, in tne cafe of Mr- 
Frafer, the objeft meant to be provided for is fufficiently apparent, and very well uiiderftood 
in this place- The continnation of Mr, WatteFs coiuraft, X have rcafon to believe is for the 
ufe of Dr. Burn and Sir John D'Oyly. 

If any material change (hall take place In this Council, on the cKpiration oT our prefent aj>- 
pointment, I /hould conceive that tbo new Adminillratlon would think it their duty to take 
irito innnedatc confideration, whether the validity of the preceding grant ought not to be 
liEigated ; but I confefs, that for my own part I fhould enter into fuch a lidgatTon with great

Gentlemen, 

In obedience to your orders of the 15th November kft, I proceeded to mate a clrcui t of the 
bunds of this province j and being now recurned, I beg leave to addrefs you on the fubjeil 01 
*my enquiry* Your inftruftions partrcubrly pointed cut to me to vifit and Infpefi the bunds m 
general, and efpcclally thofe which had fufFered during the fafl rainy feafon ^ to form m efti- 
rtiate of the expence which might be required for the enfuing repairs i and, fo afeertain the, 
amount which hits been diCburfed cturing the laft feafon : thefc duties I have endeavoured to; 
fulfil, as far as the tme and circumftances would admit, and fliall now take the liberty to offerl 
to you my obfervattons upon the feveral points of your inftriifliojis —When I Tefc Surd wan E 
proceeded to thofe purgunnahs which are fituated upon the Damooda ; vm, Haviilah, BcHgrr,| 
liurfoct, and Biliiali* The bunds of ihoft purgunnahs 1 infpeited throughout, and found

ftafoii* The ahovc' hufidfi oxterd a!fo to nc^uly ten epfr earh, ^md arc (from Orearhea 
formed by the force of the riverj a very fmaif proteftiofi to the lands, infhuiiU'h, that the 
pur'7;tinnah may now he deemed cocally cl jfence^efs, I'hefe four purguonab i, from li e eourfe 
<jr the Dantondar being winding, and forming itfejf into ffrong eddies^ are particuhrly {q be 
attended to in the fcparrs. 

I next proceeded to Mundnlgeut, and Miofe Purgiinnahs which PtnateJ upon the Roop* 
SiiiV| and-Coffia rivcf^- Thq Bunds of Mmidtilgertt being tile birgdl and ex¬ 
tent of any in the Province, and the of it being fo inateriviily and ivnmediiitely iiecc fV 

iary for the preXervation of the ciops, I wa» particular!y attentive to its condition. The large 
Bumi extends .tbout nine cofs upon theio different rims, md is the chief protcftlon from 
their inundations. Within this cat uai Bund there ai i many leffer onei againlt the nullahs 
and Xnall water courXes, which branch from thefe rivers. In both the breaches are no- 
rnefous, but particularly in the large ope, by which many exten^vc and vtiluable trads of 
land have been totally ruined, and their crops deftroyed durmg the Jafi rains. Tl\t Ryots, the 
only means of preferving their property, yxerted thcmfelves very niuch in filling up the breapKes 
as they were made, butXheir hbour tu inrufficieat, that.at prefent the condition of the Bund 
is very little improved by them The finite which I luve thns exhibited of else principal and moft 
exteiifjve Bunds, I can apply t;i a pfopurtionable decree tothc whole, they being univerfaHy in 
inch decay that the moft fpeWiy and fubftantial repair becomes abfolotcly neceifitry for the pre. 
Servation of th^ revenue t>f a iarge mi the inoftval-U'abk' fart of the PfCfvi^iCc. The great Ocpejicc 
which wi!l now be incurred in the work muft be attributed Xolely to negle^S and inattention of 
ttie Rajah's officers for the two laft years j beeaufe on that account the work now to be dong 
becomes double to what it poffiibly could have been, had the annual repairs been properly and 
reguiarly applied* Although the eftimateof repairs which accompanies this addrefs amounts 
to the fum of ficca rupees 1,19,405. rg, yet 1 conceive it not lo be more than i'v abfolutdy 
Sieceffiiry 10 put the Bunds once in a foltd and fubftantia! condition ; this being once efFlrftcdp 
the annual cxpence of Pool Bundy will be greatly decrcafed, and the Province jx:ffc 61 y dc.^ 
fendesJTrom fuch inundariDtis, which have brought rum on fuoh numbers of th^ inhabhants* 
and have proved of fuch detriment to the public reveiitie. I’lic eftimatc which I have formed 
was colleAed in the ccurfc of iny circuit frosn the Mundals and Cos>oyo (or bead iabourersj 
of the feverai villages. They have been conftantiy employed in tlie bulinefs of the repairs, and 
have a very coiopetent and I'liiEcient knowledge of the work. The particular eftimates^ a& 
formed by them, are too voluminous to be now tranllated 5 but for the infotmarbn of the 
Board I enclofe a ir^nflatlon of the eftimate for the Purgunnah ChuUuah, which vs fimtinr to 
oM the others, and formed upon the fame principles* Tn endeavouring to comply with your 
inftaidiions for obraming a knowledge of the ex pence Xitcurred in the repairs of laft feafon, I 
called upon the feveraf liarogahs who had been ernploytd In chat bufinefii, but found that they 
had all quilted the diftridls upon my going out, and had carried with them every paper and 
perfon that could have given me any information* The general intelligence I got from tfie 
inhabitant? was, that the Daro^rahs were carried a,t that to Bit rdwan by the Rajah^s cjffi* 
cers, for the purpofe of explaining their accounts; and it appears to me to have been with 
2 view of frullrating every attempt of min* to acquire the knowledge I was infiro6tecl to 
do. The informaiioti I was able to obtain from the Ryots.j and fonie Gomaftahs (who had 
been employed by the Dorogahs, together with my own obfervation^ proves that a very trifling 
part of the funi was applied to the repairs, and that the greateft part has been embez^ic.d^ I 
beg leave to lay before you a tranflatian of fome petitions prefented to me by the Ryots in the 
Purgunnah Eoorfut ; and it was confirmed to me fuch me:thods were ufed in every Purgunnah ; 
thecircumftances of which they are ready to prove^, if you ftiall think proper to call upon them* 

I alfo beg leave to acquaint you, that notvsrithftanding I was furnifhed with purwannahs to 
■the Tanadars of the diftriSis to attend me, and render me every affiilaoce in my progrefs^ yet 
It was with fome difficulty I ccuild get them to attend ; and a few of thofe who did was with 
icludlaacc on their part ihac they afforded me affiflance.

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I bezIaWfeto obftrve to you, Gentleman, that there is time fafficient hemre the enfuing 
rains Eo put the Pool in proper repair, and whoever is intrufted with the work, cannot plead 
want of time as an excufe for any negleft.
